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Total  use  of  fats  and  oils  in  soap  was  reduced  in  I9i|6  because  of  limited  supplies. 
But  1947  supplies  are  materially  increased  by  large  imports  of  coconut  oil  in  the  form 
of  copra  and  by  increased  production  of  tallow.  Use  of  fats  and  oils  in  soap  in  Jan- 
uary-riarch  1947  totaled  594  million  pounds,  22  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  and  2 
percent  more  than  in  Januar y-harch  1944,  a  peak  year  in  soap  production. 

Military  procurement  of  soap  was  drastically  reduced  in  1946.  A  very  high  per- 
centage of  the  soap  produced  is  now  for  direct  civilian  consumption.
